Masson, and with Mr. Fallow’s cog- 
nizance, the Premier set a later hour 
for such an interview. 

Following the lunch hour, the del- 
egates were accorded this privilege, 


and with both Mr. Fallow and Mr.. 


Masson in attendanct, the Premier 
listened sympathetically to the pleas 
of the delegation. Among the speak- 
ers at that session were Mr. Strachan, 
Dr. Middlemass, Mr. Huntingford, 
Mr. Taylor and others; and in the 
finality it was agreed by both: Pre- 
mier Aberhart and Mr. Fallow’ that 
“the completion of Highway No. 14 
from Wainwright eastward to the 
border should be proceeded with as 
soon as possible, and to the fullest 
extent possible with a pro rata share 
of the vote of the legislature for such 
work by the public highways depart- 
ment for 1941, and that the laying 
out of the highway would follow as 
consistently as possible the site of 
the road at present in use for such 
travel.” 

There can be no doubt that the 
patience and the perseverance with 
which many of the members of last 
week's delegation have consistently 
stuck to this project, have at long last 
proyed to the powers that be that 
Highway No. 14 is and always will 
be of great importance’ to the ap- 
proximate forty miles of territory af- 
fected, as well as to the whole prto- 
vince, and the many public bodies 
which have worked, year after year, 
on the matter, may well congratulate 
themselves upon the ultimate out- 
come. A vote of thanks to Premier 
Aberhart seems almost in order too!

Duties In Outline 
Of An Air Observer 


A a en ee Ae SS 


The following outline of the duties 
of an air observer is taken from the 
“Air Force Review” and should be of 
interest to many interested civilians” 

“To the layman, the word “obser- 
ver" vaguély summons up a concep- 


tion of a member of an aircraft crew 
who looks at enemy terrain and gets 
an idea what it holds. To an avia- 
tion expert, it means one of the most 
highly trained men in an air force, 
an expert on all phases of air sub- 
jects, and navigator of the aircraft 
in which he flies, a man upon whom, 
in conjunction with the pilots, the 
operation of the - aircraft depends. 
Only the select of an air force pers, 
sonnel can become an Observer; he 
ranks high in that elect circle com- 
prised of pilot, observer and gunner 
who make up.an air crew. 

“An observer is a meterologist, a 
compass and instrument expert, a 
photographer, an air analyst, a sig- 
naller, a score of other things. He is 
trained to spot, perhaps miles below 
him, the unusual or suspicious which 
may hide enemy presence. He has 
all the knowledge of a trained pilot, 
plus the matters of his distinctive, 
; important field.

EFFECTIVE APRIL 18ST 
NEW PASSPORTS AT $3.00 


Ottawa— Passport regulations for 
Canadians desiring to visit the United 
States will be changed as of April 1, 
the passport office of the external af- 
fairs made known last week. 

At that date issuance of special 
one-year passports at a cost of $1 will 
be discontinued and the policy will be 
to issue passports which, with renew- 
als, will be good for ten years, 

These will cost $3 when first taken 
out and will be good for two yeurs. 
They may be renewed at two-year in- 
tervais at a cost of $1 for each re- 
newa] so that the life of the passport 
is 10 years. 

Thies new passport will replace the 
former regular passport which cost 
$5 for five years and was renewable 
for another five years for $2. 

An official explained decision to dis- 
continue issuance of special $1 one 
year passports was taken because 
the emergency which existed last year 
when they were inaugurated now is 
past. 

These passports were brought into 
baing after the United States, with 
short notice, required Canadian visi- 
tors to produce a passport. Pass- 
port facilities were overtaxed with 
thousands of Canadians desiring to 
visit the United States and, to mvet 
heavy demand the simple one-ycur 
passport was issued, 

Now, it was said, the passport di- 
vision has been organized to meet all 
demands, and the new 10-year pass- 
port for $7 has been broyght into be- 
ing for issue after April 1. 

One-year passports’ issued up to 
April 1 and good for one year from 
date of issue and will remain in force 
until their expiration, an official said.
